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Poll shows Americans think badly of government s 


NEVTTORK (AD — Americana believe 
bribe-taking ia rampant in the federal gov- 
ernment, a Media General -Associated Press 
poll has found. 

The national survey of 1,125 adulta found 
deep skepticism of government integrity. In 
the most critical finding, an overwhelming 70 
. percent said they thought taking illegal pay- 
offs for special favors was widespread. 

Fully half the respondents called the gov- 
ernment dishonest overall and seven in 10 
called it poorly managed. Even more, 82 per- 
cent, said they were not surprised to loam of 
recent corruption charges involving the Pen- 
tagon. '

Attorney General Edwin Meese HI Bhould 
have berm charged with crimes, and half op- 
posed the suggestion of a presidential pardon 
for former national security adviser John 
Poindexter, the highest official charged in the 
Iran-Contra case. 

Respondents were evenly split on a pardon 
for Poindexter's assistant, former Marine Lt 
Col. Oliver North, who gained support 
through his defense of his actions at congres- 
sional hearings last year. 

The Reagan administration did not carry 
heavy blame for the overall doubt about gov- 
ernment honesty. While 43 percent said the 
administration had done a bad job of enforc- 
ing ethical standards, 40 percent said it had 


done a good job. The split was insignificant 
given the poll's three-point error margin. 

Also, 61 percent said the administration , 
had done & good job of managing the govern- ' 
ment, even though most said the government 
was poorly managed overall. And 55 percent 
did not blame the administration for the Pen- 
tagon scandal. 

Democrats predominated in the 35 percent 
who did blame the administration for the 
Pentagon case, which involves allegations of 
payoffB in the awarding of military contracts. 
But large minorities of all groups, Republi- 
cans and independents included, were unsur- 
prised by the charges. 

Similarly, majorities of all demographic 


and ideological groups said they believed tak- 
ing payoffs was widespread in the govern- 
ment — from a low of 60 percent of Republi- 
cans to a high of 82 percent of liberals. Over- 
all, just 20 percent of the. respondents^ d_ not 
believe payoffs were widespread. 

Democratic presidential nominee Michael 
Dukakis proposed tighUir ethics rules and 
sharply criticized the administration for its 
ethical performance last week. But the poll, 
conducted Sept 6-14, found respondents split 
evenly on whether Dukakis or Republican 
nominee George Bush would be better at en- 
forcing ethical standards.

Gymnastics, one of tho glamour sports 
of the Olympics and ono of the best-endowed, 
gives 1 percent of its take to its athletes.

By contrast, our rowers, canoeists and 
kayakers compete only in the biennial world 
championships because they can't afford to at- 
tend any more international competitions. 

Since 1972, when tho shock of our first-ever 
second-place finish to the Soviets in the 
Olympics touched off an escalating spiral offi- 
nancial support, U.S., corporations and indind-

It's true that the rest of the world is getting — . 
'•better, and so are Amenfcariathletes. But tho 
rest of the world is also getting smarter, and 
the some can't be said of the USOC.

FBI for more than a year. Convicted of armed 
robbery in 1976, she was sentenced to seven 
years, But friends waged an intense cam- 
paign for her release, Hearst gave lots of 
sympathy-inducing interviews, and in 1979 
President Jimmy Carter commuted her sen- 
tence. She'd spent almost two years in jail. 

The movie doesn't directly tackle the lin- 
gering question of whether Hearst. had gen- 
uinely converted or had been -brainwashed 
into outlaw behavior, Director Schroder calls

Ch anges to Utah Constitution 
will be voted on in November 


. SALT LAKE- CITY- (AP)— The - 
three anti-tax initiatives appearing 
on. the Utah ballot Nov. 8 have been 
- widely debated, -but relatively little 
has been heard concerning two 
propositions to amend tho Utah Con- 
stitution, tho Utah Foundation says. 

In issuing a report Monday, the 
non-profit research organisation said 
it is taking no position on the propos- 
als, but seekB to explain the issues to 
inform voters. 

Proposition 1, the Bail Amend- 
ment, would increase the exceptions 
to the constitutional provision that 
"all prisonerashall bo bailable by suf- 
_ ficient sureties,.except Tor-capital of- 
fenses where the proof jb evident or 
thepresumption fltrong.” 

This provision was amended in 
1972 to permit exception when' a per- 
son is accused of committing a felony 
while on probation or parole, or while 


•free on bail awaiting trial for a felony- 
charge. 

The proposed amendment would 
expand the “exceptions - to include - 
those accused of a crime where there 
is substantial evidence to support the 
charge, and where the court finds 
that the person would be a danger to 
himself or others if released on bail. - 

Supporters of Proposition 1 argue 
that the Utah Constitution now re- 
stricts judges in their ability to 
refuBC bail much more than federal ■ 
judges arc restricted by the U.S. Con- 
stitution. They argue that judges 
Bhould be able-to deny bail-in-cascs- 
involving serious crimes, such as sec- 
ond-degree murder or rape, where 
there appears, to be. n danger to the., 
community or to. particular people, 
such as witnesses against the ac- 
cused. 


Low water worries Utah users 


PROVO, Utah (AP) - Central 
Utah water users are worried about 
-prospects-foranothcrdry yearfespe^ - 
cially Bince the current level of Deer 
Creek Reservoir is 21,000 acre feet 
below that of the same time last year. 

The critical situation prompted thi 
' Provo River Water UseriT Association 
to call a Monday meeting to discuss 
the possible result of lower water lev- 
els to Provo River fisheries. 

Representatives from the Bureau 
of Reclamation, Central Utah Water 
Conservancy District, Salt Lake 
County Water Conservancy -District- 
Metropolitan Water District of Salt 
Lake City and the Utah Department 
of Natural Resourcs were to attend. 

Meantime, anglers are concerned 
that fish habitats along the river may 
be damaged by reduced flows.
